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Deans: Was the Pattern Already Set?

THE RATHER SUDDEN "departutt" 0 / both 
the dean of men and the dean of women from 
Ikeir positions, in a period of two weeks, opened 
the campus to speculation and questions con- 
Cfming Dean Young's resignation and Dean Nol- 
te’s "relief from her duties." 

Former daan of men Donald Young was Oonkol man 
at Loyola Unlvarslty In Montrsal bstore be came to 
GW, ** We waran’t posiUva whether he mslgned or was 
fired,” Loyola student Tony Burman told tbs Hatcbal 
last weak, ftirman la to bs neit yaar's editor of the 
student newspaper at Loyola. 

“Ha was quite tempestuous bem,“ Borman con- 
tinued, *'A mry coatrovarslal man— vary dogmatic.’’ 
Burman said it sasmed Oat be bad “little rapport 
with stadanta.’’ 

Another Loyola student. Stave Canary, worked with 
Young while ba was tbara. “Ha did aa aacallant Job 
bam,” Canary said. “Ha was Iratrumanlal In fomid- 
Ing tba fraternity systsm.” Canary noted flw system 
had bean going now fa- two and ona-balf yaam and

"Nobody knows why sba left bars,” said Dave 
Altman, tha editor of the Unlmrslty of ClnclnnaU 
studsnt paper. “Sba left In tba middle of the yaar,” 
be added, ’'rather suddenly.'’ Altman said it was 
three weeks befom anybody knew she was gone. “R’s 
always been a mystery,” ba said. 

Concerning bar performance as daan of woman, 
Altman said, “She wasn’t around long snougb tor 
students to find out what aha could do.” “She didn’t 
ssam to allanato anybody om way or another,” ha 
contlnnad. “Ofllelally she resign^ But them was 
never any reason givan.” 

At Hanover College the story was much the same. 
Editor of Ihs Hanover Collaga newspaper, Henry 
Hamman said, "Apparently her appotntmant was aM 

raaewsd.” 

“Mm s eamed not to be doing a tramaodonsly good 


Job as a counselor,” Hamman said. He noted that 
students al Hanovar regarded bar as "lairly Inef- 
fectual.” Hamman told the Hatchet ha could nsmr 
really find out why Dr. Nolle left Hanover. 

Why are they gone from GW nowT And aven more 
Important, should they have been hired oflglnally? 

“Them has bean a lot of turmoil In both offices,” 
said Vice-president for Student Affairs William Smith. 
The deans offered *hio positive support for the irfnd 
of program I had In mind— a program of Joint work 
on the part of students, ikeulty and staff,” bs stated. 

Smith said tba two cleans wars salactad last spring 
and snmmar by tha former Dlraetor of Student Sarv- 
icss (Dr. Paul Bissau), Tba salactioo proeass was 
’’Informs],” said Smith, and ’’not dons at all thrash 
Student Ufa as a committas.” 

Concerning lbs “raUevlng” of Daan Nolts, SnUlh 
said “sba could not ba persuaded to taka Um share 
of IsaderatUp and rsaponsibiUty nseassary.” 
Unlvarslty Prasldanl Uoyri H. OUott said Dr. 
Nolla's removal was “dus to unsatisfactory sarvics.” 
Dr, Nolle contacted the Hatchet last weekend and has 
arranged a confaranca for later Uiis weak. 

Smith said the Student Ufa Committee would ba used 
this year to gulda him In tba aalactlon of both deans

Reading - Research - Exam Period OKed

A THREE WEQC raadlng-re- 
saareb-aiain period at the end of 
the semeeter was endorsed at 
the Student Council meetlnK Wed- 
nesday nl^t. 

The change, proposed by the 
Educational Policy Committee of 
the Faculty Senate, was aitiended, 
to stipulate that no exam will be 
given the first week and that the 
reform be reviewed after two 
years for evaluation. The pro- 
posal, In Its amended form, will 
now go to the Senate for con- 
sideration. 

Dr. A. J. ZuchelU of the physics 
departmnt and Dr, A. D. Andrews 
of the history department, mem- 
bers of the committee, spoke at 
the meeting, urging approval and 
emphasizing that the current one 
week exam period Is 'more a test 
of stamina than Intellect.* 

*The whole Intent of the pro- 
posal Is to provide a mechinlsm 
through which a more fruitful 
education Is possible,* ZuchelU 
stated. 

The three week period could be 
used for addltonal itapers, re- 
search prolects, reading, sem- 
inars, or, perhaps, simply more 
Intensive studying; And It might. 


Liaison Committee and a Cultural 
Affhlrs Bureau, both suggested 
by FortnoSr, were approved 
unanimously.

Although the Warrant Office 
Squad eras sent in b; computers, 
the K-9 Corps was requested by 
the Third Precinct. When asked 
whjr, Capt. Bishop replied, 
*Thsr e are several reasons. This 
la a high drime area, and the 
Third Precinct Is undermanned. 
This area has shown a 200-300 
per cent Increase In the last two 
years. We have requested that 
the Tactical Squad send the dogs 
In for the Spring. There la a 
higher crime rate In this area 
during the warm weather.* 
Bishop also cited requests 
from the West End Cltlxens As- 
sociation, the University Admin- 
istration, and the Hatchet for 
more police protection. Recent 
reports of purse snatchlngs and 
roving street gangs In die fringe 
areas of campus may have also 
contributed to the presence of 
German Shepherds on campus. 

■The dogs are used as a 
preventative measure,* con- 
tinued Bishop. ‘They are (pilte 
harmless and will not attack 
unless a command Is given.* 
According to the Third Precinct, 
the dogs will remain on campus 
Indefinitely, Gypsy Squad or not. 

Student reaction concerning^ 
dogs has been varied. Onsco-ed 
Interviewed felt It was good that 
die dogs were here: . ‘Now I can 
feel a little safer/walking about 
at night* But other students 
reacted negatively, claiming that 
there was no need for the dogs 
on campus. 

, Several complaints were voiced 
by students who said that one 
officer and his dog had been In 
Thurston Hall watching television 
for three consecutive nights. ‘If 
they are here to protect us,* 
■aid Bart 'Lorlng, former Student 
Council member, ‘why do they 
take the dogs Into the dorml^iry 
as soon as the sun goes down.*

In an unreUted actloo on Fri- 
day at 4:30 pm.. Metropolitan 
Police attempted to stop the- 
Heart Fund’s Bounce tor Boats 
tor not having a license to solicit 
tor charity. Jay Boyar, Director 
of Student Activities, explained 
to the officers that GW bad re- 
ceived permission the day before 
from their commanding officer 
at the Third Precinct 

A Hatchet photographer was 
asked by one officer not to take 
plcturee because It was ‘bad 
poldlclty,* but the photographer 
raspoodad by saying, ‘this Is a 
public place; you are a, public 
officer, and this Is a public ^ 
action; I feel I have a rl^t to ' 
photograph If I wish.* He said 
the officer would have to arrest 
him to stop him from taking 
pictures. 

The two officers rode away 
about a mtnute after the Hatchet 
reporter began to photograph 
them, but others returned at 
1 m to ask tf they had a solici- 
tors license. The officers 
claimed that they had not re- 
ceived any Instructions concern- 
ing Bounce tor Beats; however, 
they were once agato persuaded 
to let the charity project continue. 

Vice President tor Student Af- 
fairs BUI Smith m commenting 
on the police action s.ald,, ‘It 
looks' to me that communication 
feu-down three times as a result 
of Hmace tor Beats.* ' I

plaints from three students who 
were stopped Saturday on motor- 
cycles tor going through a stop 
sign at 22nd and H Streets.
